chair, while his wjfe and son were ar- 
rested, changed with perjury.

latter charges have been dismissed.

They planned to make 
it Christmas day. but, loathe to bring 
grief to their families on such u 
holiday, they waited until Monday. 
After purchasing poison to "kill a 
dog" they went to' the girl's, home 
where Brands .had always been . a 
welcome visitor. Shortly after mid- 
night the girl staggered—Into her 
mother's room, suffering from con- 
vulsions. 
"Wh"ile an ambulance sur- 


geon was working on her, young 
'Brands entered In a similar condition. 
They were taken to the 
hospital, 


where they died.

He says that ho repudiated his con- 
fession.on the way to prison,.and has 
tlnce maintained his innocence.

Hoppmann of'the Dane County Su'per- 
jor court. If brought to a jury trial, 
it is-bellcved'that a change of venue 
will be asked-by the defense..
